It  suggests  methods 
that  are  based  on  practices  used  by  successful  and  experienced  educators  in  Alberta. 
Since  no  document  of  this  type  can  address  every  situation,  only  suggestions  that  are 
appropriate  to  your  students,  school,  and  community  should  be  used.

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 


Introduction 

Law  20-30  is  designed  to  promote  students'  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  legal  systems  and 
relevant  laws  that  regulate  personal  interactions  and  business  related  activities.  Through  analysis  of 
actual  cases,  the  student  will  develop  analytical  reasoning  skills  and  an  awareness  of  the  legal  issues 
and  legal  procedures  with  which  a  citizen  and  employee  must  deal. 

Objectives 

The  student  will: 

1.  develop  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  growth  of  our  legal  system  and  the  courts  that 
administer  its  principles. 

2.  develop  an  understanding  of  the  fundamental  principles,  terminology  and  structure  of  civil  and 
criminal  law. 

3.  recognize  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  individual  and  the  relationship  that  these  have 
with  society. 

4.  develop  tolerance  and  maturity  in  the  critical  analysis  of  our  legal  system. 

5.  identify  and  use  opportunities  to  apply  logical  thinking  and  good  judgment  in  applying  legal 
principles  to  business  and  personal  problems. 

6.  identify  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  parties  to  various  types  of  contracts. 

7.  investigate  and  apply  the  laws  governing  common  consumer  transactions. 

8.  examine  laws  relating  to  employment  and  the  bargaining  process. 

9.  study  the  laws  related  to  the  family  unit. 

10.    study  the  laws  related  to  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  renting  or  owning  real  property. 

Course  Organization 

Two  courses  are  available,  Law  20  and  Law  30.  Each  course  consists  of  three  core  modules.  You  then 
have  a  choice  of  four  optional  modules  if  you  are  teaching  a  five-credit  course. 

Law  20  is  an  introductory  course.  The  core  modules,  "Nature  of  Law  and  Civil  Law  System",  "Contract 
Law"  and  "Family  Law"  form  a  basis  for  the  understanding  of  law  and  our  legal  system. 

Law  30  consists  of  "Basic  Rights  and  Responsibilities",  "Labour  Law"  and  "Property  Law"  and,  if 
offered  for  five  credits,  two  additional  modules  that  students  have  not  taken  previously. 

The  teacher,  in  consultation  with  the  department  head  and  principal,  should  decide  on  the  additional 
modules  to  be  used  to  make  up  any  five-credit  course  Some  teachers  consult  students  when 
determining  the  optional  modules. 

Each  module  is  designed  to  be  taught  in  25  hours,  so  utilization  of  time  is  quite  critical  to  ensure  that 
the  content  is  covered,  with  time  for  review  and  evaluation.

The  law  subject  strand  is  composed  of  ten  modules.  Law  20  may  be  offered  for  three  or  five  credits. 
Law  30  may  also  be  offered  for  three  or  five  credits.  NOTE:  Law  20  is  not  a  prerequisite  for  Law  30. 

Three  modules  are  designated  core  for  the  20  level,  three  are  designated  as  core  at  the  30  level. 
Additional  modules  to  form  5-credit  courses  may  be  selected  from  the  elective  law  modules,  or  from 
the  optional  strand. 

Modules  from  the  optional  strand  which  are  recommended  for  integration  into  the  law  program  are:

PLANNING 


LONG-RANGE  PLANNING 


The  law  strand  allows  schools  to  design  courses  that  are  suitable  for  students  of  all  ability  levels. 
Students  will  have  a  variety  of  interests  (criminal,  civil  tort,  controversial  issues,  etc.)  and  backgrounds 
(personal  experiences  with  the  law,  previous  coursework  in  elementary  or  junior  high  school, 
experiences  of  friends  and  relatives,  etc.).  As  a  consequence,  Law  20-30  are  particularly  challenging 
courses  to  teach. 

When  planning  the  law  courses,  you  will  need  to  answer  the  following  questions: 

1.  How  many  credits  (modules)  are  to  be  offered  at  each  grade  level  (three  or  five)? 

2.  How  will  the  law  courses  complement  other  law  related  courses  (social  studies,  basic  business, 
personal  living  skills)  offered  in  the  school?  Cooperative  planning  among  teachers  will  eliminate 
inappropriate  overlap  and  duplication  of  resource  use  As  each  of  the  programs  noted  above 
have  different  emphases  and  may  attract  different  students,  the  courses  may  not  necessarily 
overlap. 

3.  Will  computers  be  accessible  for  use  in  the  law  course?  For  example,  students  could  access  law 
related  data  bases  for  research. 

4.  As  Law  20  is  not  a  prerequisite  for  Law  30,  the  Law  30  teacher  faces  the  additional  challenge  of 
dealing  with  students  who  have  no  background  in  law,  along  with  students  who  have  successfully 
completed  Law  30.  What  modifications  will  be  made  to  Law  30  for  students  who  have  successfully 
completed  Law  20? 

5.  How  are  the  selected  modules  to  be  organized  within  each  course?  NOTE:  Once  the  modules  are 
selected,  the  sequence  of  the  topics  and  learning  tasks  is  the  decision  of  the  teacher.  All  learning 
tasks  should  be  covered,  but  the  time  spent  on  each  learning  task  should  reflect  the  needs  and 
interests  of  the  class. 

Pages  13-15  show  an  example  course  outline  for  Law  20  Page  16  is  a  sample  year  plan  for  a  3-credit 
Law  20  course. 

A  number  of  external  factors  also  affect  program  planning  for  Law  20-30: 

1 .  available  support  materials  within  the  school  library,  the  classroom  and  nearby  public  libraries 

2.  the  physical  layout  of  the  classroom.  Desks  or  tables  that  can  be  moved  facilitate  the  use  of  group 
work,  research  projects  and  mock  trials.  Suitable  shelving  for  the  many  free  or  inexpensive 
pamphlets  and  booklets  encourages  student  research 

3.  the  expertise  accessible  from  people  in  the  community,  such  as  judges,  lawyers,  court  workers, 
parole  officers,  police,  and  representatives  of  community  groups 

4.  access  to  courts  of  law  for  field  trips. 
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Role  of  the  Teacher 

The  best  resources  available  are  the  teachers'  knowledge,  planning  and  organizational  skills.  Perhaps 
the  greatest  challenge  for  law  teachers  is  to  keep  current  with  the  continuing  changes  that  occur  in 
law  As  law  is  a  dynamic  process,  so  the  ongoing  need  for  teachers  to  keep  abreast.  There  are  a 
number  of  courses,  for  teachers  of  law,  offered  by  university  faculties  of  education  and  home 
economics  during  summer  school. 

Once  you  have  familiarized  yourself  with  the  content  of  a  module  through  a  thorough  reading  and 
re-reading  of  the  text,  you  should  familiarize  yourself  with  the  resources  available.  The  Legal 
Resource  Centre  in  Edmonton,  or  Calgary  Legal  Guidance  in  Calgary,  have  resources  that  support  the 
modules  you  have  chosen  to  teach. 

In  addition  to  these  resources,  the  teacher  should  identify  guest  speakers  who  would  be  available  to 
come  to  the  classroom  and  speak  to  the  students  about  their  area  of  expertise  The  Legal  Resource 
Centre  has  a  list  of  available  speakers,  and  in  many  communities  there  are  lawyers,  judges,  police, 
etc.,  who  would  be  willing  to  come  to  your  class.  The  Legal  Resource  Centre  services  are  available  to 
all  teachers  throughout  the  province. 

Teaching  Strategies 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  subject,  a  variety  of  teaching  strategies  should  be  used: 

1.  Role  Play:  Students  can  act  out  legal  situations,  such  as  arrest,  or  negotiating  a  contract,  and 
conduct  mock  trials,  puppet  shows,  etc.  Each  situation  must  be  carefully  prepared,  including  the 
setting  of  specific  teaching  objectives,  clearly  defined  roles  and  a  follow-up  discussion. 

2.  Mock  Trial:  A  mock  trial  can  be  a  very  rewarding  and  enjoyable  project.  It  can  fulfil  four 
objectives: 

•  teaching  courtroom  procedures 

•  illustrating  the  functions  of  the  various  participants 

•  showing  the  adversarial  nature  of  our  judicial  system 

•  developing  knowledge  of  substantive  law  and  defences. 

Resource  people  can  assist  in  setting  up  and  managing  the  mock  trial.  A  mock  trial  can  depict 
either  criminal  or  civil  procedure,  or  can  be  used  to  illustrate  parts  of  a  trial;  e.g.,  jury  selection. 
The  students  could  research  and  prepare  their  own  mock  trial  or  use  one  of  the  kits  already 
prepared. 

3.  Case  Study:  In  this  technique,  the  emphasis  is  on  helping  the  students  apply  their  knowledge  to 
realistic  situations.  Students  not  only  extend  their  knowledge  of  the  law,  but  learn  to  abstract 
principles  from  general  information  and  to  use  analyzing  and  reasoning  skills  which  are  useful  in 
other  areas  besides  law. 

There  are  three  elements  in  presenting  a  case  study: 

•  identify  the  facts  of  the  situation 

•  identify  the  legal  issues  and  arguments  for  both  sides  of  the  situation 

•  prepare  a  decision,  including  the  reasons  for  the  decision,  discussion  of  these  reasons,  and,  if 
possible,  cite  precedent  cases  to  support  that  decision. 
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4.  Debate:  Many  topics  in  Law  20-30  lead  to  an  ideal  opportunity  for  a  debate.  The  class  could  be 
divided  into  two  sides  with  each  side  researching  the  topic  and  the  legal  issues.  A  resource  person 
from  the  Alberta  Debating  Society  could  be  invited  to  judge  the  debate.  A  discussion  should 
follow  on  the  law  and  the  result  of  the  debate,  and  relate  these  to  the  objectives  of  the  unit. 

5.  Analysis/Review  of  Newspapers  and  Magazines:  These  are  an  excellent  source  of  current 
information.  The  teacher  or  students  could  bring  an  article  which  would  then  be  discussed  in 
class,  or  follow  a  court  case  and  its  resulting  verdict  through  the  newspapers.  Another  technique 
would  be  for  students  to  create  a  scrapbook  of  newspaper  articles  on  various  areas  of  law. 

6.  Lecture:  This  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  teacher  to  cover  background  knowledge  in  basic 
law  and  vocabulary.  Lecture  allows  for  a  great  deal  of  material  to  be  covered  in  a  short  period  of 
time. 

7.  Motivational  Ideas:  Use  of  bulletin  boards,  cartoons,  field  trips,  guest  speakers,  all  help  to 
motivate  students  and  help  to  ensure  continuing  interest.

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Student  Involvement 

Law  20  is  a  course  that  encourages  student  involvement.  Activities  will  include  analysis  of  case 
studies,  role  plays,  mock  trials,  field  trips.  Guest  speakers  will  be  invited  to  address  certain  topics. 

1 .  All  students  must  be  able  to  work  alone  or  in  groups  (contributing  a  "fair  share"  to  the  efforts  of 
the  group). 

2.  Students  must  be  aware  that  attendance  is  critical  to  success 

3.  If  a  student  does  miss  a  class,  he/she  is  expected  to  obtain  information  regarding  material  covered 
from: 

-  course  outline  and  any  other  sheets  outlining  curriculum  (assignment  sheet,  etc.) 

-  other  students 

-  teacher  (at  noon,  before  or  after  class). 

4.  Assignments  will  be  given  a  due  date  and  students  will  be  expected  to  hand  them  in  before  or  on 
the  due  date. 

If  an  assignment  is  missed,  supplementary  work  can  make  up  marks  lost. 

-  There  will  be  "in  class"  assignments  and  quizzes,  given  on  an  impromptu  basis,  beyond  those 
designated  for  each  module. 

5     Participation  in  discussions  is  expected  and,  if  questions  are  based  on  homework,  review,  or 
assigned  reading,  the  student's  comments  may  be  evaluated. 

Assignments/Quizzes 

Assignments  will  either  be  for  practise  or  for  final  evaluation. 

Students  should  check  practise  assignments  against  the  KEY  available  in  the  room  for  accuracy  of 
work. 

Assignments  for  final  evaluation  must  be  handed  in  on  time.  Only  students  with  acceptable  reasons 
for  being  absent  will  be  allowed  to  hand  in  assignments  late.  Some  assignments  will  be  done  in  class, 
some  for  homework. 

There  will  be  many  short  quizzes.  A  module  examination  will  be  given  after  finishing  each  module. 

Students  with  low  marks  or  those  who  have  missed  assignments  may  increase  their  assignment  mark 
by  completing  supplementary  work.  Examples  of  supplementary  assignments  follow: 

1.    A  summary  of  a  case  found  in  the  newspaper.    Clip  and  attach  newspaper  articles  and  briefly 
summarize  material  answering  the  following  questions: 

-  Who  was  the  plaintiff  or  Crown  Prosecutor? 

-  Who  was  the  defendant  or  accused? 

-  Which  court  was  the  trial  being  held  in? 

-  What  law  was  being  tested? 

-  What  decision  was  reached?  (Give  your  opinion  on  the  decision.) 
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2  Summarize  an  article  from  a  magazine  (Resource  News,  Liaison,  Focus,  MacLeans,  etc.)  in  point 
form  Allow  three  pages  of  reading  summarized  to  one  page  for  every  assignment  worth  four 
points. 

3  Read  one  of  the  books  indicated  in  the  suggested  list  and  write  a  book  review  (allowance  of  20 
marks  on  assignments). 

4  Take  one  indictable  offence  from  the  Criminal  Code  -  one  that  is  included  in  the  code,  but  is  a 
lesser  offence  than  others  (murder,  manslaughter,  assault,  etc.)  -  and  give  the  following 
information: 

a  concise  explanation  of  the  law 

court  the  case  would  be  tried  in 

penalty  range  which  the  justice/judge  could  give. 

Background  Study 

Television  programs  and  daily  newspaper  events  relating  to  law  should  be  viewed  and  read. 

The  use  of  reading  material  available  in  pamphlet  and  book  form  from  the  classroom  or  from  a  library 
is  definitely  encouraged  and  would  allow  a  student  bonus  marks  if  a  summary  of  material  covered  is 
handed  in. 

Students  are  encouraged  to: 

•  listen  to  the  audiotapes  on  a  topic  if  they  have  missed  class 

•  dial  the  DIAL-A-LAW  number  (toll  free)  to  obtain  current  information  on  material  covered  in  the 
module. 


Building  Thinking  Skills 

The  Law  20-30  courses  are  particularly  effective  in  helping  students  improve  their  ability  to  think 
critically.  By  analyzing  cases,  debating  issues  and  refuting  argument  students  are  able  to  expand 
their  ability  to: 

•  compare  and  contrast 

•  analyze

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Providing  Enrichment 

Enrichment,  by  definition,  is  not  merely  the  addition  of  more  work,  but  the  restructuring  of  the 
workload  within  the  confines  of  the  curricula  to  provide  opportunities  for  students  to  go  beyond  the 
bounds  of  the  minimum  course  requirements  and  explore  in  depth  some  areas  in  which  they  are 
interested,  and  will  challenge  their  abilities.  Enrichment  is  a  very  motivating  technique,  and  enables 
the  student  to  experience  achievement  and  obtain  recognition  for  this  achievement,  which  will 
stimulate  growth  and  development  not  only  in  law  but  in  other  areas  as  well. 

Enrichment  can  be  achieved  by  allowing  the  student  to  set  personal  goals,  in  consultation  with  the 
teacher,  and  work  toward  those  goals  on  an  individual  basis.  The  teacher  would  be  responsible  for 
analyzing  and  redesigning  the  tasks  to  be  performed;  the  student  would  be  responsible  for  selecting 
those  tasks  that  are  appropriate,  and  for  determining  the  methods  to  be  used  in  achieving  them.  The 
teacher  would  act  as  a  resource  person  and  consultant. 

Sample  enrichment  activities: 

Review  supplementary  resources  and  become  familiar  with  their  content. 

Interview  individuals  in  a  particular  field;  lawyers,  etc. 

Observe  activities  involved  in  a  legal  area. 

Survey  regarding  attitudes,  etc. 

Research  a  particular  area  of  law  or  topic. 

Research  precedent  setting  cases,  using  computer  data  bases,  if  available. 

The  whole  purpose  of  enrichment  supports  student  involvement,  giving  the  student  the  opportunity 
to  experience  a  sense  of  achievement,  and  provides  recognition  for  that  achievement. 

Career  Opportunities 

The  field  of  law  offers  many  career  opportunities;  however,  it  is  a  demanding  profession.  How  can 
students  decide  if  they  are  suited  for  a  career  in  law?  Start  by  asking  if  they  are  willing  to  work  hard, 
and  if  they  enjoy  helping  other  people.  There  are  many  law-related  occupations  such  as: 

Lawyers  Sheriffs 

Patent  Agents  Paralegals  (Law  Clerk) 

Law  Clerks  Parole  Officers 

Legal  Secretaries  Probation  Officers 

Court  Reporters  Guards 

Courtroom  Officers  Police  Officers 

Court  Administrators  Security  Guards 
Bailiffs 

Some  of  the  careers,  such  as  a  lawyer  or  criminologist,  involve  university  training,  while  others  call  for 
a  certificate  requiring  one  to  two  years  of  study  at  a  college  or  technical  institute.  Lawyers  work  in 
many  diverse  fields  and  may  specialize  in  such  areas  as  corporate  law,  tax  law,  commercial  law,  family 
law,  criminal  law  and  labour  law. 
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MEETING  THE  NEEDS  OF  SPECIAL  STUDENTS 


GIFTED  AND  TALENTED 

The  law  course  offers  many  opportunities  for  the  gifted  and  talented  student.  The  gifted  and 
talented  student  can  take  responsibility  and  autonomy  for  establishing  personal  goals  within  the 
framework  of  the  course,  and  can  take  advantage  of  the  many  opportunities  for  more  in-depth  study 
of  topics  which  are  only  introduced  in  the  modules  The  course  would  be  changed  in  such  a  way  that 
students  would  have  more  interesting  and  challenging  tasks,  more  opportunities  to  experience 
achievement,  recognition  for  that  achievement,  growth  and  development  and,  as  a  side  benefit,  be 
more  motivated    Examples  of  this  could  be: 

•  learning  to  use  a  law  library 

•  comparing  legal  systems  in  different  countries 

•  examining  of  the  philosophy  of  law. 

ACADEMICALLY  UNMOTIVATED 

Teaching  law  to  students  with  basic  level  skills  is  challenging  and  important  These  students  need  the 
life  skills  and  knowledge  that  are  available  in  the  law  course.  Some  suggestions  for  teaching  these 
students  would  be  to: 

appeal  to  the  concrete  rather  than  the  abstract 

build  on  their  strengths  in  verbal  and  oral  areas;  they  may  lack  reading  skills  but  enjoy  discussions 

or  role  playing 

use  audio-visual  materials  as  substitutes  for  books 

use  the  newspaper  to  bring  everyday  events  into  the  classroom  and  their  lives 

invite  guest  speakers  to  share  their  knowledge  with  the  students 

encourage  students  to  discuss  personal  experiences  they  may  have  had  that  can  suitably  be  shared 

with  the  class 

use  posters  and  bulletin  board  displays 

schedule  field  trips  to  various  courtrooms,  police  stations  (students  can  see  the  law  in  action). 
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STUDENT  EVALUATION 

GUIDELINES 

a.  Cognitive  -  students  should  be  formally  tested  in  each  module. 

b.  Short  assignments  can  be  used  to  test  comprehension  skills;  case  studies  can  be  utilized  to 
evaluate  analyzing  and  reasoning  skills  (tests,  quizzes,  analysis  of  case  studies). 

c.  Combined  Cognitive  and  Affective: 

i)     Mock  trials:  students  prepare  and  enact  various  situations, 
ii)    Moot-court:  students  debate  various  issues, 
iii)  Position  paper  on  issue  relevant  to  students. 

d.  Affective  -  the  evaluation  of  growth  in  this  area  is  difficult.  However,  the  ability  of  students  to 
see  both  sides  of  a  situation  and  to  argue  effectively  either  side  reflects  their  ability  to  be  flexible. 
Another  strategy  could  be  to  administer  attitude  questionnaires  at  the  beginning  and  the  end  of 
a  module  to  measure  growth  in  this  area.  Students  could  use  journals  in  which  they  could 
examine  their  attitudes  toward  various  issues  and  measure  their  own  growth  in  tolerance  and 
understanding. 

Evaluation  of  the  students  should  be  based  on  the  objectives  of  the  program  and  of  the  modules 
included  in  the  course.  Law  is  primarily  a  course,  but  there  should  be  lots  of  practical  assignments 
interspersed  throughout.  Assessments  that  focus  on  cognitive  development  should  include  both 
components.  The  marks  allocated  should  reflect  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  each  topic. 

The  "Teaching  Suggestions"  include  recommendations  for  evaluating  the  theoretical  and  practical 
components  of  each  module.

SECTION  IV 
TEACHING  SUGGESTIONS 


A  number  of  the  learning  resources  listed  in  this  section  have  not  been 
evaluated  by  Alberta  Education  for  tolerance  and  understanding.  Their 
listing  is  not  to  be  construed  as  explicit  or  implicit  departmental  approval 
for  use  These  titles  are  provided  as  a  service  only,  to  assist  teachers  to 
identify  potentially  useful  support  materials  for  the  topics.  The 
responsibility  to  evaluate  these  resources  prior  to  use  with  students  rests 
with  the  local  jurisdiction.  The  resources  designated  as  BASIC  and 
RECOMMENDED  (starred)  have  Alberta  Education  evaluation  criteria. 
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Module  1 :      Nature  of  Law  and  Civil  Law  System 

Status :    Core  for  Law  20 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  module  is  to  introduce  students  to  the  legal  system.  Throughout  this  module,  the 
Canadian  legal  system  is  explained  in  chronological  order.  This  module  will  cover  the  foundation  of 
law  in  Canada  and  include  laws  that  apply  specifically  to  Alberta. 

This  introductory  module  will  also  include  a  brief  summary  of  the  origin  of  law.  Students  will 
appreciate  the  historical  influences  on  Canadian  law  and  the  impact  of  common-law  and  law  of 
equity.  Topics  included  are:  rule  of  law  (which  explains  precedent,  need  for  laws  and  the  social 
values  attached  to  laws;  applications  of  law  to  business,  government  and  individuals;  and  discusses 
the  rights  of  citizens),  classification  of  law  (international,  domestic,  substantive,  procedural,  common 
and  statute),  changing  Canadian  law  (bills  become  laws;  powers  of  federal  and  provincial 
governments),  Canadian  courts  (identify  different  courts  at  federal  level  and  Alberta  level;  courtroom 
layout  and  personnel  involved)  and  remedies  (types  of  remedies  available)  and  the  legal  procedures 
(at  the  civil  and  criminal  levels). 

Planning 

Because  the  understanding  of  this  module  is  essential,  most  lessons  will  be  taught  by  lecture.  There 
are  films  available  to  supplement  the  historical  progression  of  laws.  A  field  trip  to  the  nearest  court, 
at  either  the  provincial  or  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  level. 

Following  the  visit  to  court,  students  should  be  encouraged  to  participate  in  a  mock  trial.  This 
experience  will  provide  an  opportunity  to  teach  courtroom  procedures,  illustrate  functions  of  various 
courtroom  personnel,  and  show  the  adversarial  nature  of  the  judicial  system.  Students  can  prepare 
their  own  mock  trial,  or  use  prepared  kits.  Resource  people  can  assist  the  teacher  in  this  procedure. 

The  challenge  is  to  develop  a  learning  environment  that  will  encourage  meaningful  student 
involvement  and  participation  in  the  exploratory  stages  of  this  law  course.

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Evaluation 

This  module  basically  comprises  a  conceptual  approach  to  the  study  of  law.  As  a  result,  evaluation 
will  essentially  be  composed  of  theory  questions.  There  should  be  a  reasonable  balance  between  the 
lower  end  of  the  evaluative  continuum  (involving  questions  of  recall  of  information  only),  and  the 
higher  level  evaluative  continuum  (involving  questions  designed  to  require  analysis,  synthesis  and 
application).  Suggestions  as  to  time  allocation,  amount  of  detail,  and  evaluation  emphasis  are 
included  in  the  topic  summary  pages.  Evaluation  methods  should  directly  reflect  the  objectives  and 
the  degree  of  emphasis  placed  on  the  topic.

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Module  2:      Contract  Law 

Status :    Core  for  Law  20 

Purpose 

This  module  will  identify  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  parties  to  various  types  of  contracts. 
Each  essential  element  is  explained  and  cases  that  illustrate  each  element  are  discussed.  Time  should 
be  spent  analyzing  the  parties  that  are  classified  as  having  limited  capacity.  Discussion  should  inform 
students  the  contracts  can  be  assigned  to  other  parties,  if  certain  rules  are  followed.  Presentation  of 
ways  that  a  contract  can  be  discharged  should  be  included  within  this  module. 

Planning 

Due  to  the  content  that  is  covered  in  this  module,  it  is  advisable  to  assign  students  to  prepare  a  group 
presentation  on  one  concept  that  pertains  to  contracts.  This  allows  students  to  grasp  a  "working" 
general  knowledge  of  contracts.  Students  can  apply  the  presentation  to  their  own  lifestyle.  Students 
are  more  interested  when  they  can  grasp  the  practicality  of  a  concept. 

Students  should  be  encouraged  to  clip  out  newspaper  articles  about  contracts.  This  topic  lends  itself 
to  wide  exposure  in  magazines  and  newspapers.  The  exposure  covers  elements  of  contracts,  remedies 
of  contracts,  discharge  of  contracts  and  the  outlines  of  various  cases. 

Students  could  also  perform  a  skit  which  would: 

•     leave  out  an  element  of  contract  law,  therefore  students  would  discuss  what  element  was  missing 

•.     include  all  elements  and  the  students  would  discuss  how  each  element  was  performed. 

Students  should  evaluate  the  contracts  they  enter  into  every  day. 

Example:       buying  food  at  the  cafe 
being  at  school 
buying  clothes 

Resources 

A  number  of  different  guest  speakers  should  be  invited  to  speak  to  students.  These  guest  speakers 
could  talk  to  the  class  about  the  contract  that  exists  between  customer  and  company,  and  the  legal 
implications  of  contract. 

1.  insurance  agent 

2.  car  salesman 

3.  credit  officer  from  large  retail  store 

4.  lease  officer  for  apartment  complex. 

Each  guest  speaker  should  bring  a  copy  of  the  contract  to  the  class  and  explain  the  "fine  print"  on 
each.

Teacher  should  fill  out  evaluation  form  on  group  presentations.

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  module  is  to  study  the  laws  that  relate  to  the  family  unit,  children,  responsibilities 
of  adults  in  common-law  and  marriage  relationships,  separation  or  divorce  rights  and  the  legal 
ramifications  of  a  will. 

Planning 

This  module  should  involve  the  students  in  a  number  of  activities,  as  the  content  applies  to  each  and 
every  student.  Students  should  have  a  general  understanding  of  family  law  and  the  resource 
agencies  that  exist  to  help  individuals. 

Guest  speakers  should  be  invited  to  talk  to  classes  about  two  different  topics  within  family  law. 
Ensure  that  the  focus  of  the  presentations  are  based  on  legal  aspect  of  the  topics. 

Students  should  select  an  area  of  this  topic  that  they  are  interested  in  and  collect  newspaper  or 
magazine  articles  that  pertain  to  the  topic.  With  each  article,  students  should  identify  the  terms  that 
are  included  and  provide  definitions.  Also,  a  brief  summary  of  each  article,  identifying  the  laws  that 
pertain,  should  be  included. 

Resources 

Updated  copies  of  the  acts  that  are  categorized  under  family  law  should  be  obtained:

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Module  4:      Basic  Rights  and  Responsibilities 

Status:    Core  for  Law  30 

Purpose 

This  is  one  of  the  core  modules  to  be  taught  in  Law  30.  The  sequence  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
modules  are  left  to  teacher  discretion. 

The  purpose  of  this  module  is  to  examine  an  individual's  basic  legal  rights  and  to  assess  the 
responsibilities  these  rights  impose  on  the  individual.  Students  should  become  familiar  with  the 
Charter  of  Rights  and  Freedoms  and  understand  its  practical  applications. 

Planning 

Teachers  should  order  one  copy  of  the  Charter  for  each  student.  Students  will  work  in  detail  with  this 
document. 

The  principal  should  be  invited  into  the  classroom  to  discuss  student  rights.  This  provides  an 
opportunity  for  the  students  to  ask  the  principal  questions  about  rules  within  the  school. 

Collect  copies  of  acts  that  apply  to  the  rights  of  individuals  to  serve  as  a  starting  point  for  discussions 
and  research. 

Invite  a  person  to  speak  to  class  on  law  enforcement.  If  there  is  a  resource  officer  assigned  to  the 
school,  he  or  she  should  be  able  to  talk  to  students  on  this  subject. 

Resources 

Legal  documents  that  pertain  to  rights  of  individuals  should  be  located  in  the  classroom.  These 
documents  can  be  signed  out  to  the  students. 

Students  should  be  encouraged  to  write  a  short  paper  on  law  enforcement  in  Alberta.  Time  should 
be  arranged  for  students  to  work  on  this  assignment  during  class  time.  Students  should  be  expected 
to  make  one  visit  to  a  police  agency  to  obtain  practical  experiences  for  the  report. 

Guest  speakers  should  be  encouraged  to  visit  the  classroom.  Explanations  of  the  responsibilities  of 
police  officers  could  be  addressed  by  the  guest  speakers. 

Students  should  be  encouraged  to  work  on  bulletin  board  display  with  information  gained  from 
papers  on  law  enforcement.  This  could  serve  as  a  focus  point  for  discussion  in  a  number  of  Law  30 
topics. 

Evaluation 

Students  should  be  given  an  objective  test.  The  test  should  utilize  different  types  of  questions, 
including  short  answers  and  cases. 

Law  30  should  include  more  emphasis  on  analyses  of  cases;  therefore,  the  law  exams  should  test  for 
analysis.

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Module  5:      Labour  Law 

Status:    Core  for  Law  30 

Purpose 

This  module  enables  students  to  examine  the  basic  laws  relating  to  employment,  union  organization 
and  the  collective  bargaining  process.  Students  should  be  familiarized  with  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  employer  and  employees.  In  the  expectancy  that  all  students  will  be  employed, 
presentation  of  this  module  should  be  practical. 

Planning 

Students  should  be  encouraged  to  carry  out  their  own  research  on  a  specific  aspect  of  labour  law  and 
then  be  prepared  to  debate  the  issue.  This  allows  the  student  to  show  initiative  and  gives  them  the 
opportunity  to  speak  in  front  of  the  class. 

A  guest  speaker  (someone  who  works  in  the  employment  field)  should  be  invited  to  speak  to  the  class 
to  discuss  an  employment  contract  and  acts  that  apply  to  this  topic. 

Students  should  be  encouraged  to  bring  their  own  employment  contract  to  class.  Because  of  their 
personal  experience,  students  will  be  interested  in  learning  about  labour  responsibilities. 

Resources 

Gather  a  collection  of  employment  contracts  that  can  be  used  in  this  module. 

There  are  a  number  of  different  films  pertaining  to  employment.  If  a  film  is  going  to  be  shown,  make 
sure  that  it  is  previewed  and  questions  distributed  for  students  to  complete.  This  will  direct  and  focus 
their  attention. 

Evaluation 

An  exam  should  be  completed  when  this  module  has  been  taught.  Questions  should  be  directed 
toward  a  higher  level  of  comprehension  in  Law  30.  Students  should  be  expected  to  analyze  cases: 
identify  the  facts,  outline  the  laws  that  apply  and  the  final  decision  in  each  case.

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Module  6:      Property  Law 

Status :    Core  for  Law  30 

Purpose 

This  module  enables  students  to  study  the  laws  that  relate  to  owning  or  renting  property.  Students 
will  only  have  had  limited  experience  with  this  area  of  law,  such  experiences  being  based  on  the 
personal  experiences  of  their  parents,  guardians,  family  or  friends.  Students  should  be  encouraged  to 
glean  as  much  information  as  possible  for  future  experiences.  Time  should  be  spent  talking  about 
responsibilities  of  the  landlord  and  tenant. 

Planning 

A  representative  from  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Advisory  Board  should  be  invited  to  the  class  to  talk 
about  acts  that  fall  under  property  law.  The  justification  for  the  existence  of  this  board  and  the  types 
of  cases  that  are  brought  before  it  should  be  outlined. 

Copies  of  property  legal  documents  that  may  be  obtained  should  be  discussed  with  the  students 
Main  clauses  should  be  highlighted  and  explained  to  the  class. 

Resources 

Information  can  be  ordered  from  Consumer  and  Corporate  Affairs  regarding  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  people  purchasing  or  renting  property.  This  information  is  usually  available  free  of 
charge  so  the  students  can  keep  their  own  copies. 

Leases,  mortgages  and  rental  contracts  can  be  collected.  Copies  of  these  documents  should  be  made, 
so  that  students  have  experience  in  filling  out  the  forms. 

Evaluation 

An  objective  test  should  be  administered  to  students. 

Cases  should  be  handed  out  and  the  students  expected  to  analyze  and  reach  decisions. 

Newspaper  and  magazine  articles  can  be  circulated.  There  are  usually  articles  on  property  law  in  the 
Alberta  Report.  Students  can  identify  the  laws  that  are  affected  and  the  reason  for  dispute.

Status:     Elective  for  Law  20  or  30 


Purpose 

This  module  is  to  acquaint  the  students  with  the  criminal  justice  system.  Students  will  examine  the 
nature  of  crime  and  the  topics  that  fall  under  criminal  law.  Students  should  be  expected  to  use  the 
criminal  code  and  visit  a  courtroom. 

Planning 

A  number  of  different  speakers  can  be  invited  to  the  classroom.  There  are  a  lot  of  different  agencies 
involved  in  criminal  law  that  should  be  encouraged  to  speak  to  students.  Their  presentations  should 
include  the  mandate  for  the  agency,  and  the  clientele  that  it  deals  with.  When  possible,  the  speakers 
should  be  encouraged  to  bring  audio-visual  material  to  supplement  their  presentation. 

The  teacher  should  contact  the  closest  courthouse  to  plan  a  field  trip  for  students.  Time  should  be 
spent  explaining  courtroom  procedure  and  the  expected  behaviour  of  students.  Each  student  should 
be  given  a  courtroom  observation  form  to  fill  out  regarding  the  court  case  attended.  Following  the 
court  visit,  a  discussion  led  by  the  teacher  should  allow  student  feedback  about  the  field  trip. 

A  book  report  can  be  assigned  during  this  module.  Students  should  be  able  to  select  a  book  (fiction 
or  non-fiction)  based  on  some  criminal  law.  The  student  should  be  asked  to  identify  the  laws  that 
were  alluded  to,  a  summary  of  the  book,  and  an  analysis  of  the  laws  as  they  apply  in  Alberta. 

Time  should  be  spent  preparing  the  students  to  perform  a  mock  trial.  Students  should  be  selected  for 
appropriate  parts,  given  background  information  sheets,  and  coached  in  the  proceedings  of  a  trial. 

Resources 

Guest  speakers  can  be  invited  to  help  the  teacher  organize  and  carry  out  a  mock  trial.  People  who 
have  experience  with  criminal  law  should  be  invited  to  the  class  to  add  their  expertise. 

There  are  a  number  of  audio-visual  materials  that  are  based  on  criminal  law  Ensure  that  the  students 
will  fill  out  a  worksheet  after  the  media  is  shown. 

Evaluation 

Test  should  be  administered  after  the  module  has  been  covered.  The  test  should  include  objective 
and  subjective  questions. 

All  guest  speakers  and  audio-visuals  should  be  evaluated  on  the  content  of  their  talk  and  the  method 
of  presentation.

Status:    Elective  for  Law  20  or  30 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  module  is  to  develop  an  understanding  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  tort  law. 
Students  should  be  able  to  state  the  purpose  of  the  tort  law  and  give  examples  of  cases  that  fall  under 
the  tort  classification. 

Planning 

Students  should  be  encouraged  to  perform  a  mock  court  case  that  would  fall  under  tort  law. 
Instruction  should  be  given  to  indicate  the  procedures  that  are  followed  in  civil  cases. 

Students  should  be  encouraged  to  research  tort  laws  and  write  up  a  brief  summary.  The  summaries 
could  be  used  to  complete  a  bulletin  board  display 

Resources 

Gather  resource  books  so  that  students  can  research  the  torts  and  the  purpose  of  these  torts. 

Contact  should  be  made  with  a  police  officer  to  talk  to  the  law  class  on  the  differences  between 
intentional  and  unintentional  torts. 

Evaluation 

A  test  based  on  objective  and  subjective  questions.  This  exam  should  question  the  students'  analytical 
thinking  skills.

Battery 

Intentional  physical  harm  to  another  person. 

Consent 

Free  and  voluntary  agreement. 

Contributory  Negligence 

Negligence  on  the  part  of  the  victim  that 
contributed  to  his  own  loss. 

Conversion 

Unauthorized  possession  of  goods  belonging  to 
another. 

Defamation 

Uttering  or  publication  of  false  statements 
injurious  to  another's  reputation. 

Detinue

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  module  is  to  review  various  contemporary  controversial  legal  issues  that  affect 
individuals.  This  module  should  enhance  the  content  of  the  law  class  and  enable  the  students  to  work 
in  areas  that  they  are  interested  in. 

Planning 

Students  should  be  expected  to  carry  out  research  on  any  of  the  suggested  topics.  Teacher  should 
provide  guidelines  and  the  students  can  be  involved  in  debate,  written  report,  oral  presentations  or 
bulletin  board  displays. 

Guest  speakers  should  be  invited  to  speak  on  the  topic.  Audio-visual  material  that  is  relevant  and 
applicable  should  be  integrated  into  the  class.  Various  activities  should  be  assigned  to  stimulate 
student  interest. 

Resources 

Resources  can  be  obtained  from  government  and  community  sources.  Librarians  can  help  students 
research  topics. 

Evaluation
